Against South Australia 
only an immacutate defen- 
sive display by George 
Kinnell and two life-saver 
goals by Billy Vojtek high- 
lighted a drab and dreary 
display by the Victoria 
side. 

Tt was somewhat dif- 
ferent. however against 
New South Wales where 
the locals were a shade un- 
lucky not to emerge as out- 
tight winners. 

For without being bril- 
liant or even holding a 
Rteat superiority over the 
under - strength visitors, 
Victoria did enough to re- 
deem themselves.

Our side, however; didn't’ 
fite regularly on all 11 
cylinders and the fitness 
of more than a few was in 
doubt in the closing stages. 
The failure, too, of 
selectors to give Bryan 
Thomson a run was inex- 
cusable, especially with the 
medicore display by some 
of our attack.

During a clash between 
Juventus and Footscray 
1.U.S.T. — traditionally the 
biggest spectacle of Mel- 
bourne soccer — the crowd 
made Bottari so angry that 
he tried to let off steam on 
the field and was sent off. 

A picture in the Mel- 
bourne Sun showed power- 
ful team manager Alzetta 
restraining Bottari from 
jumping the fence to fight 
the spectators. 

There was enmity be- 
tween Juventus and J.U.S.T. 
because many players joined 
Juventus from the part of 
Italy which now belongs to 
Yugoslavia. 


Made up 
for it 


When Peter _ Vidovich 
switched to J-U.S.T. about 
1950, he was labelled a rene- 
gade. 

Vidocivh joined Juventus 
in 1949, from Italian club 
Fiume and later captained 
J.US.T. and Victoria. 

Other Juventus players in 
the State side during the 
1950’s were Ermes Boz, 


Pepi Plateo, Max Vivoli, 
Kassai, Sabidussi and Beg- 
nini, a right winger from 
Juventus Adelaide. 

Although Juventus drop- 
ped to seventh place in 1957, 
it more than made up for it 
in 1958 — the first year of 
the State League. 

With a record of 15 wins, 
five draws, two defeats ani 
a goal average of 51:24, 
Juventus scored 35 premier- 
ship points — a feat not 
yet equalled by a State 
League team. 

The outstanding new- 
comer of 1958 was bril- 


liant forward Frank Bar- 
bazza, who had played in 
Juventus’ junior teams since 
1954, 

Barbazya was only 17 
when he started playing 
senior State League soccer 
and during his long career, 
he played for Victoria and 
became the idol of Italian 
spectators. 

He played for Juventus 
until switching to J.U.S.T. 
in 1968 but he had only a 
few matches there before re- 
tiring. nage ; 

Inside forward or half 
back Bruno Saico joined his 
brother Romano in 
senior team. at the age of 18. 

A player of natural ability 
Bruno was a sportsman in 
the truest sense of the word. 

Every Juventus supporter 
was grief-stricken when he

died of leukemia in the 
early 1960's. 

As a tribute, the club in- 
troduced the Saico best and 
fairest award for juniors, 
sponsored by committeeman 
John Castellins. 

Juventus came third in 
1959 — the year of Wilhel- 
mina — and finished eighth 


| and ninth in 1960 and 1961 


— the seasons dominated by 
the then powerful Polonia. 

“Rocky” Frangioni, from 
Piombino in Italy, was a 
force at centre half during 
these years and also starred 
for the State team.

Full back Remo Guar- 
diani also gained State selec- 
tion as did Reg Giiggs, a 
left half from England. 

A piayer who almost gave 
Juventus another Argus 
Medal was centre forward 
Geoff Tumblyn, also an

Falzon of ;:Geor, 
Cross in 1961 although he 
played for only half the 
season. : 

The only other Juventus 
player to join Busidoni on 
the Argus Medal list was 
the great George Scott.
